Social character. He was of pure Oerman parentage - hla 

Immediate anoeatry oa.uo from the Fatherland, settling in 
Pennsylvania, fchenoe removing to Virginia. Though he oould not 
road English, no one would have suspected It, so well posted he 
seemed to be in political matters and current affairs. Hla 
powers of memory were surprising, and hia business sagaoity wan 
equal to any of his contemporaries• He was honest and enter¬ 
prising. He and hia sons accumulated an Immense land estate on 
Elk, Douthards Creek, and other plaoos, amounting to many 
thousand acres. 

Christopher Herold married Elizabeth Cook, of Pendleton 
County, and soon after tholr marriage located on Rank Creek, 
now known as the Thomas Campbell place. From Back Creek, 
Highland County, he migrated to Douthards Creek, about seventy- 
six yoars ago, and bought of Colonel John Baxter, and settled 
on lands now held by Henry White and sons, and Henry Sharp, on 
Douthards Creek. On this place Mr, and Mrs. Herold reared their 
family and passed the residue of their lives. Their family 
consisted seven sons and threo daughters: Susan, Jane, 
Elizabeth *nn, Henry, Peter, Benjamin, Charles, Christopher, 
Andrew, ^nd Joslah. 


Susan Herold was married to Philip Moyers, and settled 
In Upshur County. 


Jane was the wife of Captain John Buzzard, who lived in 
Huntersville several years. Ho managed a hotel, was Captain of 
the "Light Horse" Company, and finally moved to Missouri. 


Elizabeth Ann married Samuel Hogaett, Junior, and settled 
in Harrlaon County, where her family now live. Mr. Hogsott 
died, and sne waa afterwards married to Mr. Sapp.

Poter Harold married Cathorlne Snyder, of Highland, 
uottlod on the lied Lick Branoh of 21k, whore he diod, and hla 
family afterwards went to Missouri, whithor they had beon 
precoded by Daniel Herold, a son of Peter. 

Benjamin Herold, a very prominent citizen in hla time n aa 
married to Mary Boone of Franklin County, and for several years 
lived at Drlaool. He bought out hla brothora, Andrew and Joalah, 
and thereafter resided at the homestead. Finally he moved to 
Missouri• Benjamin’s sons were: Charles, Joseph, Peter, and 
the daughters were: Eugenia, Mary, and Luoy. 

Christopher Harold's fourth son, Charles, died when about 
grown. 

His fifth son, Christopher, Junior, marriod Sally Ann 
Hefner, daughter of Samuel Hefner of Anthonys Creek, and lived 
on the homestead where both died, leaving a daughter, Sally Ann, 
who married Mr. Waggoner of Webster County. 

The sixth son, Andrew, married Maria Seybert, a daughter 
of Joseph Seybert, and lived some years on the old homestoad, 
and then purchased near Frost, where he now resides. 


Andrew’s family numbered nine 30 ns and two daughters: 
Mrs. Ida Rebeooa Moore, Myrta, Lanty Millard F., Joseph, 
died aged eight, Isaac Newton, now in Missouri, John L., 
Edwin L., Horace F,, in Highland, deceased. 


The seventh son of Christopher Herold, 3r., Joslah Herold, 
married Mary Ann Cleek, of Knapps Creek, and located on Stony 
Creek upon the farm oooupled by the family of the late James 
McClure. Deeming It best to refugee during fcho war, he went 
to Mr. Cleek’s. There he was seized with diphtheria In a 
malignant form, and he and his two little sons diod.

inow up to tho armpits. They managed to cut what carried tho 
cattle through. 

In the meanwhile all communication between neighbors 
soared out off. Andrew's brother, Peter Herold had taken slok 
and died before he oould hear of It. James Gibson, Senior, 
now living on Slk, managed to roach an omlnenoe in hearing of 
the browsing party, and by the loudest tones ho oould oonmand 
got Andrew to understand what had taken plaoe. The funeral 
rites were performed under difficulties Indescribable. 

Tho winter finally passod away and when Andrew returned 
home in the spring he was omaanoiated and changed in appearanoe 
almost boyond recognition by his neighbors. 

•Yhen this venerated man — — Christopher Herold-died 

some years ago, he was noaring ninety years. He and his faith¬ 
ful wife sleep in the family burial ground, near their last 
home on earth, the scene of much of their lives's toils, and 
mutual Joys and sorrows.
